An anthology of Nelson’s letters, arranged chronologically from 1778 onward, and 
selected to show the close parallel between the problems of strategy and supply with 
which he had to contend and those which face us to-day.

THE LIFE OF AN IRISH SOLDIER. A. Godley. Murray, 7s. 6d. 


The autobiography of General Godley who has served in many countries both in 
peace and war. He has held many important posts, among others the command of 
British troops in the Ruhr and the Governorship of Gibraltar. Fond of sport, hunting 
and polo, he draws a lively picture of one soldier’s life. New edition. (920) 


WALFORD DAVIES: A BIOGRAPHY. H. C. Colles. Oxford University Press, 
10s. 6d. 


A life of Sir Walford Davies from his boyhood days as a chorister of St. George’s, 
Windsor, to his death in 1941. His earlier compositions are described, with examples, 
as well as his various activities, which include his direction of the unique Temple 
Church for twenty years, his chairmanship of the National Council of Music set 
up by the University of Wales, his part in the evolution of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation and his post as organist of St. George’s, Windsor, and Master of the 
King’s Musick. Illustrated. (920) 


WHEREAS I WAS BLIND. Ian Fraser. Hodder & Stoughton, 8s. 6d. 


The autobiography of Sir Ian Fraser who, at the age of nineteen, lost his sight through 
a wound in the war of 1914-1918. He later became the Chairman of St. Dunstan’s 
(the hospital for the blind founded during the last war), a member of Parliament 
and a Governor of the British Broadcasting Corporation. (920) 


JOSEPH ROWNTREE GILLETT: A MEMOIR. G. LI. Davies. Allen & Unwin, 5s. 


The biography of a prominent Quaker who lived from 1874 to 1940. This memoir 
i accounts of religious and social work, adult education and service abroad. 


RUFUS ISAACS: FIRST MARQUESS OF READING. The Marquess of Reading. 
Hutchinson, 15s., limited edition 25s. 


The first part of a two-volume biography of the Marquess of Reading by his son, the 
second Marquess. It covers the period 1860 to the outbreak of the last war. Lord 
Reading started life as a ship’s boy and rose to be Lord Chief Justice of England, 
Ambassador to Washington, Viceroy of India and Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs. (It is expected that the second volume will be published later this year.)
